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DETAILED ACTION 

> 

1 . An Applicant's Amendment filed on May 4, 2007 has been entered. Claims 1 and 6 have 
been amended. Overall, claims 1, 3, 4, 6, 8, and 9 are pending in this application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office Action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1, 4, 6, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gillingham et al. (U.S. Patent 5,357,755). 

Re claims 1 and 6, as shown in Figure 12, Gillingham et al. disclose an apparatus for 
containing a particle filter for an exhaust system of a combustion engine and a method for 
regenerating said particle filter, the apparatus comprising: 

- the filter (256) adapted to being regenerated by spontaneous combustion of particles 
accumulated in the filter; 

- a silencer (244) which encloses the filter; 

- a bypass duct (260) via which exhaust gases from the combustion engine in operation 
are arranged to be led to bypass past the filter (256) when a counter pressure in the exhaust gases 
which is caused by the filter exceeds a set level (see lines 40-64 of column 5 and lines 48-61 of 
column 13), and the duct (260) leading the exhaust gases past the filter through a space (260) 
inside the silencer, the space (260) surrounding the filter (256); 
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- a catalyst (254) and a device (272) operable for causing the exhaust gases to pass 
through the catalyst (254) during bypassing of the filter (260); and 

- a valve (276), located after the catalyst (254) along a flow path of the exhaust gases, the 
valve (254) is operable to open when the counter pressure in the exhaust gases is above the set 
level, for leading exhaust gases from the combustion engine past the filter (256). 

Re claims 4 and 9, the apparatus and method of Gillingham et al. further comprise at least 
one pressure sensor (294) for detecting the counter pressure, the sensor produces output signals 
which are operable for controlling the bypassing of the filter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office Action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 3 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Gillingham et al. as applied to claims 1 and 6, respectively, above, in view of Takahashi et 
al. (U.S. Patent 6,918,463). 

The apparatus and method of Gillingham et al. disclose the invention as cited above, 
however, fail to disclose that the valve is operable to open because of the action of the pressure 
of the exhaust gases against a holding-back spring. 
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As shown in Figure 5, Takahashi et al. also disclose a muffler for an engine, comprising a 
filter (6), a silencer (2) that encloses the filter, a bypass duct (7) that allows an exhaust gas 
stream to bypass the filter, and a valve (9) to selectively lead the exhaust gas stream to the 
bypass duct or to the filter. As indicated on lines 34-49 of column 3, Takahashi et al. teach that 
it is conventional in the art to utilize a holding-back spring in .the valve so that the valve is 
operable to open because of the action of the pressure of the exhaust gases against the holding- 
back spring. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made, to have utilized the teaching by Takahashi et al. in the apparatus and 
method of Gillingham et al., since the use thereof would have been routinely practiced by those 
with ordinary skill in the art. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the references applied in the previous Office 
Action have been fully considered but they are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
